One  of  the  nicest  parts  of  this  experience  was  that  Stan  lived  long  enough  to  hear  about 
my  new  job.  He  was  able  to  share  his  heartfelt  congratulations  with  me,  and  his  best  wishes  for  my  future 
at  East  Windsor  High  School. 

Not  long  after  Stan's  funeral,  I  reflected  with  my  mother-in-law  on  the  lessons  1  learned  from  Stan  that 
have  made  me  a  better  teacher.  I'd  like  to  share  the  lessons  I  learned  from  Stan  as  my  graduation  gift  to 
the  class  of  2010. 

1)  Jf  someone  asks  for  your  help,  give  it  If  you  need  help,  ask  for  it  and  accept  it  graciously.  We're  all  in 
this  together,  so  it's  best  to  work  together  and  know  that  while  you  may  be  good  at  some  things,  it's  best  to
